Possibility of making plans 
for extending the sewers to 


any part of the city’s present- 
ly zoned area for industries is 
being studied at the sugges- 
tion of Jack Smith, chairman 
of the chamber of commerce 
committee.

peal to the industrialists.” 

The councilmen tonight may 
discuss the proposal of having 
definite plans drawn to in- 
clude the industrial zones and 
to install the sewers at prime 
locations with the cost to the 
city to be paid on a ‘‘re-bate”’ 
basis.
